Iran to File Suit Against 
U.S. Covert Action 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran will file a 
suit agninsi the United Slates at 
(lie world court "within days" 
over Washington s undercover ac- 
tion plan against Lhc Islamic Re- 
public, Foreign Minister AJi 
Akbar Vfclnyali said Thursday. 

11 Wc have prepared the prelimi- 
nary work with respect to the $20 
million program for sabotage ac- 
tivities in Iran and will file a suit 
at the International Court of Jus- 
tice in Hague within days.” Vfe- 
iayali told slate radio. 

The U.S. covert program, 
aimed at moderating Iran's Is- 
lamic regime, was passed by the 
House of Representatives in De- 
cember and approved by the 
White House. 

Iran argues the plan violates a 
non-interference pact signed be- 
tween the two countries in 1981 
and has already’ said it plans to 
sue the U.S. The Iranian Parlia- 


ment has approved a $16 million 
budget to be used to foil possible 
U.S. undercover activities. 

Velayati also said his country 
was studying ways to "legally 
confront" (he United Slates for its 
"unwise move" to tighten eco- 
nomic sanctions against Tehran 
this week. 

U.S. President Bill Clinton on 
Monday signed a bill threatening 
sanctions against non-U. S. com- 
panies which make new invest- 
ments of more than $40 million 
annually in Iran's and Libya's oil 
sectors. 

The move, which sparked in- 
ternational criticism, came after 
Washington failed to convince 
other countries to join its unilat- 
eral economic embargo on Iran in 
June Iy95.

BRUSSELS. BELGIUM (AFPi - 
The European Union protested 
Thursday to the United Stales 
over the so-called Amato Act 
which calls for sanctions against 
foreign oil companies investing in 
Iran or Libya, a spokesman for the 
European Commission here an- 
nounced. 

"The ITish presidency and the 
European Commission, on behalf 
of llie ELL today (Friday ) made an 
official demarche to die U.S ad- 
ministration in protest at the sign- 
ing of the Iran/Libva Sanctions 
Act." flic spokesman said. 

"In doing so. wc reiterated the 
EU 's support for the United Stales 
in its fight against terrorism and 
expressed our readiness to coop- 
erate at a multilateral level in or- 
der to combat -terrorist activity in 
all its forms and whatever its 


source. We stressed our belief that 
the recent G7 ministerial meeting 
in Paris had taken a- number of 
encouraging steps in this direc- 
tion." 

"We underlined that the EU 
does not believe that the 
Iran/Lfbya Act is either an appro- 
priate or an effective means of 
combating international terrorism. 
We also told the U.S. administra- 
tion of our intention to defend our 
rights and interests if these are 
jeopardized by the act and that we 
reserved lire right to challenge it 
or any measures taken under it in 
lire appropriate international 
fora." the spokesman said.

Iraq Ready to Start Selling Oil 
in September 


DUBAI, U.A.E. (AFP) -Iraq said 
yesterday it was ready to resume 
limited oil exports in September 
after the U.N. Sanctions Commit- 
tee approved technical guidelines 
for an oil-for-food deal. 

“We expect a resumption of 
Iraqi crude exports in the second 
half of September, but that will 
depend on the speed with which 
technical details are sorted out,* 
Iraqi negotiator Abdel Amir al- 
Anhari told ihe Arab daily Al- 
Hayal. 

The Li. N. Sanctions Commit- 
tee lifted the last political obstacle 
to ihe May 20 oil-for-food deal on 
Thursday by formally adopting 
technical guidelines after .Wash- 
ington decided to drop its objec- 
tions to the accord. 

Asked whether the United 
States could again delay the deal, 
Anburi said: "Of course, they can 
do it in line with the oil-for-food 


agreement." 

Under the deal, Iraq will be 
allowed to export 52 billion of oil 
eveiy six months under strict in- 
ternational control to raise money 
for food and medicine. 

Anbari said four steps now had 
to be taken before the first easing 
of the oil embargo since it was 
imposed on Iraq after the August 
1990 invasion of Kuwait. 

"The first step is to appoint 
officials in New York tasked with 
approving oil contracts, then to set 
up in Iraq a communications net- 
work linking these experts to 
Iraq’s oil authorities and to inter- 
national inspectors posted at oil 
terminals," Anbari said. 

Four oil experts from France, 
Norway, Russia and the United 
States are to check contracts at 
U.N. headquarters in Yew York, 
while 14 international inspectors

Let Erbakan’s Visit Be a 
Turning Point 


A red carpet welcome, by the admiiiistzation of Presi- 
dent Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, awaits the Turkish 
Prime Minister Necemettin Erbakan when he arrives here 
today. 

The arrival of a seasoned Turkish leader such as Prime 
Minister Erbakan in Iran is a matter of real delectation for 
the Iranian nation and authorities. 

Iran's relations with Turkey have traditionally been very 
good with the exception of the period of the Ottoman 
Empire in Turkey and the Safavid rule in Iran during the 
17th and 18th centuries. 

Irano-Turkish relations, reached their peak during the 
former Pahlavi regime. That was the time when Iran and 
Turkey, along with Pakistan, fanned the first regional 
organization for economic cooperation in this part of the 
world. The Regional Cooperation for Development (ROD) 
was later expanded and renamed the Economic Coopera- 
tion Organization (ECO) with 10 members on its roster. 

But unfortunately, after the triumph of the Islamic Revo- 
lution in 1979, Irano-Tur Irish relations became se nsiti ve 
due to the different systems of government in Tehran and 
Ankara, a factor which was exploited by certain pressure 
group or groups. 

Frankly, common enemies of Iran and Turkey have 
been responsible for widening the differences between the 
two through the influence of certain pressure groups. The 
services of former Prime Minister and President, the late 
Tuigut Ozal should be hailed as he did not allow the same 
pressure groups to excezcise unlimited influence. Presi- 
dent Suleyman Demixel also has a crucial role in main- 
taming better Irano-Turkish relations. 

Anyway, Iran welcomes Prime Minister Erbakan in Te- 
hran as an experienced politician who commands an 
Islamic and independent thinking. No doubt Tehran will 
do all that is needed to solidify the government of Prime 
Minister Elba ban. Iran's sincere and friendly cooperation 
with the Erbakan administration could produce positive 
results in defusing the plots of the two nations' common 
enemies. 

The most significant and caustic issue is related to 
claims in some Turkish circles of Iran’s alleged support for 
the Kurdistan Workers Party (PKK). In the light of its pre- 
vailing foreign policy, Iran is always prepared to investi- 
gate such allegations. 

In the future, as in the past, Iran will never support 
terrorists whoever they may be. Iran's policy in this respect 
is crystal clear and Turkey should take it for granted that 
the Islamic Republic will do all in its power to help keep 
the territorial integrity of its neighbors intact 

Naturally, Iran expects reciprocation from Turkey in 
connection with terrorist grouplets which occasionally 
raise their heads against the Islamic Republic. 

Let the visit of Prime Minister Erbakan be a turning point 
in the history of Irano-Turkish reciprocal cooperation.

LONDON (IRNA) - The Iranian 
Embassy in London has rebuked 
the Daily Telegraph for calling for 
a U.S. cruise missile attack on Te- 
hran, asking whether such an 
atrocity was an act of humanitarian 
mercy and be free from any vio- 
lence. 

In a contemptuous editorial on 
Tuesday- the right-wing paper, al- 
ready renown for its Zionist line, 
went as far as suggesting that the 
Islamic Republic could be "chas- 
tened and perhaps overthrown" 
through political intimidation and 
violence. 

Being the only daily to reject 
European criticism of the U.S. at- 
tacking its allies trading with Iran, 
it claimed American politicians 
were “still capable” of taking a 
broad strategic view of threats to 
the regional balance of power. 

In response, the Iranian Em- 
bassy reminded the Telegraph in a 
letter it had chosen not to publish 
by Thursday that there was no evi- 
dence to substantiate U.S. claims 
and that Iran was a victim of terror- 
ism.

TEHRAN - In signing the ‘Iran and 
T.ibya Sanctions Act,' President 
Clinton called for a united stand 
against the two countries, but the 
only response achieved is in unit- 
ing U.S. allies and opponents 
against the measures. 

IRNA reported from London 
that instead of gaining favor, the 
,ict has succeeded in antagonizing 
even governments normally sup- 
portive of U.S. policy as well as 
producing unusually outspoken 
criticism from such countries as 
China and Russia. 

Some oil analysts have gone as 
far us suggesting that the attempt to 
punish foreign firms trading with 
Iran and Libya could be a water- 
shed in trans- Atlantic relations, 
with the European Union being the 
most vociferous in threatening re- 
taliation.

Iranian Oil Industry Will Not Be 
Affected by Sanctions 




TEHRAN (IRNA) - Oil Minister 
Gholamreza Aqazadeh lias said 
that the law on toughening of 
American sanctions on Iran was 
doomed to failure even before it 
was announced. 

He added that foreign invest- 
ments and contracts will not be 
affected by this move and projects 
such as exploitation of the Sirri-A 
and Sirri-E by TOTAL of France 
are progressing. 

“We have received many more 
offers from foreign companies for 
implementation of other projects 
in Iranian oil industry and we are 
not concerned the least about the 
sanctions,'* the minister stressed. 

Speaking to IRNA on Wednes- 
day, he added that in the light of 
the resources and capabilities of 
Iran’s oil industry the latest deci- 
sion of Bill Clinton will have no 
impart on I ranian oil industry. 

“Americans are well aware 
rfiaf the I ranian oil industry will 
face no difficulty and future will 
prove this,” the minister added. 

More on the Clinton move, he 
said that such laws damage the 
national prestige and identity of 
other countries and European 
countries in order to protect their 
identity will have to encounter the 
laws that U.S. has imposed against 
them. 


Aqazadeh pointed out that on 
the basis of international laws the 
U.S. sanctions cannot be imple- 
mented and foreign companies 
wDl definitely take their cases to 
international authorities and con- 
sequently U.S. will be con- 
demned. 

He added that the world needs 
oil from Iran and other Persian 
Gulf countries to meet its energy 
needs and world economy de- 
pends on these oil supplies. 

Oil minister added that Iran 
with is vast gas and'oil resources 
plays a key role in international 
economy and supply of world en- 
ergy. 

According to Aqazadeh. status 
of Ir anian oil industry has never 
been as good as it is now. The

BONN (AFP) - Germany and one 
of its main aircraft manufacturers 
denied Wednesday a report in 
Washington that five transporters 
that could be used for military 
purposes are going to be sold to 
Iran. 

Citing a CIA report, the Wash- 
ington Times newspaper said 
Tuesday that Bonn had approved 
the sale of the five aircraft to Iran 
that could be used for coastal pa- 
trols or electronic intelligence 
gathering. 

The model of aircraft was not 
identified, but the Tunes quoted 
the CIA report as saying they 
could be Dornier turboprop trans- 
ports. 


But in Bonn, the Finance Min- 
istry said the last time German 
aircraft were delivered to Iran was 
in 1993. and those were propeller- 
driven Dornier civilian aircraft. 

It added that Germany - Iran’s 
biggest trading partner, and an 
advocate of a "critical dialogue” 
policy with Tehran - did make 
shipments to Iran in July, but these 
involved goods that are not subject 
to any international bans. 

A spokesman for Dornier Luft- 
fohrt GmbH, which is 80 percent 
owned by Fairchild Aircraft Hold- 
ing Inc. of the United States, told 
AFP there have been no recent 
deals with Iran or any questions 
from Bonn about one. 


BAKU, AZERBAIJAN (IRNA) - 
Iran’s Governor General of Gilan

TEHRAN (AFP) - France and Iran 
have moved to resolve financial 
problems, mainly involving a debt 
of 120 million dollars to French 
auto-maker Peugeot, sources here 
said. 

An agreement formalized qui- 
etly at the beginning of July could 
remove a major obstacle in the re- 
sumption by Coface, die French 
export trade's public insurance or- 
ganization, of partial coverage for 
exports to Iran. 

France and hs European Union 
partners are opposed to the iso la 
tion of Iran by Washington, which 
clamped an economic embargo on 
Tehran in June 1995. 

The United States Monday 
adopted new sanctions on foreign 
companies investing in Iran’s and 
Libya’s gas and oil sectors. Wash- 
ington accuses both countries of 
supporting terrorism. 

French and Iranian sources say 
that the reimbursement of 1 20 mil- 
lion dollars owed to Peugeot win 
be made via deliveries of Iranian 
oil to the French company TO- 
TAL. The amount is assured by the 
French Bank Societe General e. - 

The agreement also includes: 

- 120 million dollars covering 
die 1996 delivery of Peugeot car 
parts for the company Iran-Kho- 
dro, which assembles the 405 
model near Tehran. The Cen- 
tral Bank of Iran (CBI) has issued 
letters of credit for this sum. 

- Another 120 million dollars 
for purchases of food, medicine 
and other necessities by Iran. CBI 
has also provided letters of credit 
for this amount. 

Coface stopped its coverage in 
Iran in 1993, and there have since 
been several negotiations on the 
Iranian debt. 

A new guarantee on exports to 
Iran, and the application of the cov- 
erage have not yet been deter- 
mined. 

The amount of the guarantees 
for exports by Western countries 
varies, financial sources say. Ger- 
many has resumed its coverage

An official said foe travelers 
checks in question were issued by 
Sumitomo Bank through several 
Iranian banks. The doDar-deno rui- 
nated checks had been settled by 
the bank’s New York branch. 

The Treasury Department noti- 
fied foe bank on July 10 that foe 
settlement in New York consti- 
tuted a violation of an order Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton issued last May 
regarding sanctions against Iran. 


"We stopped the business op- 
erations immediately," said Shua- 
suke Kanzawa, deputy general 
manager of foe bank’s interna- 
tional planning department add- 
ing that the bank had also stoppitU 
issuing travelers checks through 
Iranian banks. 

"We are now telling banks that 
brought foe travelers checks to our 
New York branch that we cannot 
settle them," kanzawa said, adding 
that the checks would be settled if 
sent to Tokyo. 

Collection of the affected trav- 
elers checks still in circulation was 
expected to take two-to-foree 
months, industry observers said.

Iran's paramount Leader Aya- 
tollah Seycd Ali Khamenei vowed 
on Wednesday his country would 
stand firm against the new U.S.

Iran’s Naval 
Challenge to U.S. 
Domination of 
Persian Gulf 

LONDON (IRNA) - Iran’s naval 
strength and firepower has created 
the potential to react if provoked 
and challenged by the U.S. mili- 
tary presence in the Persian Gulf, 
according to Jane’s Intelligence 
Review. 

Assessing the navy’s capabil- 
ity, the monthly said that although 
Iran could nol match the number 
of U.S. naval and air forces in the 
region, it was ‘able to inflict con- 
siderable damage in the event of a 
new confrontation. 

H described Iran s naval ex- 
pansion as part or an overall rear- 
mament program following the 
imposed 19 S 0 -KS Iraq War.' in- 
cluding the acquisition of fast al- 

tack craft. missiles and 

submarines. 


It reported also an intensifica- 
tion of naval exercises over the 
past few years w ith such conflict 
scenarios as attacking major port 
facilities presumed to 'impede or 
deny U.S. sealift access in the 
event of rapid and massive de- 
ployment of heavy weapons.' 

Naval power projection. Jane's 
said in its September issue, was 
essential for Iran, which has more 
than 1,400 km of coastline and to 
protect offshore oil and gas facili- 
ties that were highly vulnerable to 

seaborne raids as shown by U.S. 
attacks in I9X7-8S. 

It also said that Iran's growing 
naval build-up in the Hormuz 
Strait lad 'considerably en- 
hanced' its ability to close tlic 
Persian Gulf, through which a 
fifth of the world's- oil supplies 
pass, but saw no good reason at 
this time' lo do so. 

Despite a Western arms em- 
bargo. the Iranian Navy dearly 
dominated live Persian Gulf dur- 
ing the Iraqi War and was seeking 
lo do so again 'challenging the 
U.S. presence* and the depend- 
ence of Arab neighbors on the 
West for defense, the magazine 
said.

A pipeline will be built from 
Tabriz in East Azerbaijan Prov- 
ince to the Turkish border within 
two and a half years for transport- 
ing the Iranian gas. 

Iran has the world's second 
largest gas reserves after Russia 
which is estimated to have 2 1 tril- 
lion cubic meters. 

Through this Irano-Turkish ac- 
cord Tehran is expected to earn 
one billion dollars in hard cur- 
rency per year, Aqazadeh said. 

Eibakan’s visit to Iran is the 
first for the new Turkish prime 
minister.

Russians Oust

Interfax news agency, citing 
the Russian military command, 
said the rebels had been chased 
from the building housing Chech- 
nya’s pro-Moscow government 
and that 20 Russian journalists 
had been rescued from an official 
residence. 

Earlier, the Interior Ministry in 
Moscow and news agencies said 
the nearby Interior Ministry build- 
ing had not fallen into rebel 
hands, as the separatists had 
claimed, although fierce fighting 
was continuing. 

The claims could be inde- 
pendently verified due to the 
fierce fighting raging in the capi- 
tal 

A Russian militaiy commander ■ 
cited by Interfax earlier said fed- 
eral troops were advancing on the 
city center buildings with Interior 
and Defense Ministry units. 

Meanwhile in Godermes and 
Argun. Chechnya’s next two big- 
gest towns east of Grozny, the re- 
bels were reported to have pulled 
off major successes. 

A Russian military source 
quoted by Interfax said Chechen 
fighters were in control of most of 
Argun. 15 kilometers (nine miles) 
from Grozny, although the separa- 
tists say they have controlled it 
since Tuesday. 

Fighting was still raging 
around the federal military head- 
quarters there, the agency added. 

Russian television reported 
that the Russian army headquar- 
ters in Gudenncs had been cap- 
tured by the rebels. But that 
federal troops were marching to 
Lhc town from neighboring 
Dagestan. 

The attacks on Gudermes and 
Aigun were launched simultane- 
ously to the one on the capital 

Chechen forces were also re- 
ported lo be attacking army posi- 
tions at Grozny’s civilian airport, 
one of the two key bases for Rus- 
sian troops in the area. 

A Russian staff headquarters 
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officer admitted earlier that the 
situation in Grozny was "totally 
out of control" and that 7.000 
troops were trapped by the rebels. 

He said Russian "units blocked 
in Grozny are not even trying to 
attack the separatists, limiting 
themselves to passive defense." 

Chechen rebels meanwhile ad- 
mitted they had been forced to 
suspend an assault on the federal 
security service headquarters in 
the center after Russian armor 
broke through to reinforce belea- 
guered federal forces there, a 
Chechen spokesman told Interfax. 

Three tanks took up position 
near the besieged building and 
blasted rebel positions, forcing 
separatists to pull back 50 to 70 
meters (yards) and halt their op- 
eration to take die budding, where 
Russian troops earlier rejected a 
surrender offer. 

The chechens said they had de- 
stroyed two other tanks trying to 
relieve the building.

AUSTRALIA (AFP) - 
Australian Trade Minister and 
Deputy Prime Minister Tim Fis- 
cher attacked the United Stales 
yesterday for being "heavy- 
handed" on human rights issues in 
Asia. 

His comment followed a scath- 
ing speech in Jakarta Thursday by 
former Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke, who accused the U.S. of 
"hypocrisy" and "prcacliing" to 
Asian countries on human rights. 


The outspoken Fischer said he 
had never agreed with "heavy- 
handed criticism of human rights, 
whether it comes from tlie U.S., 
from Great Britain or from ele- 
ments in Australia in respect of 
Asia." 

He also lashed out at a new 
U.S. law penalizing non-Ameri- 
can companies for trading with 
Iran and Libya, describing it as 
part of a U.S. trend toward extra- 
territorial legislation. 


Speaking after releasing a re- 
view of Australia's trade relation- 
ship .with the U.S.. Fischer said he 
found U.S. heavy-handedness 
counter-productive, adding: "It's 
not the way I would proceed."

War of the Parades Heals up in Londonderry 


LONDONDERRY. N. IRELAND 
(AFP) - A sectarian war of parades 
heated up yesterdaj with Roman 
Catholics vowing to march on the 
eve of a massive Protestant parade 
already banned from a key part of 
the city's ancient wall. 

Protestants, whose traditional 
apprentice boys march was set for 
Saturday, were enraged when the 
government, citing the risk of vio- 
lence. on Wednesday closed off a 
400- meter (440 yard) stretch of the 
wall that abuts the Catholic Bog- 
side area. 

That stretch is part of the tradi- 
tional route of an annual parade 
commemorating the heroism of 13 
Protestant apprentice boys who 
thwarted a Catholic siege here 300 
years ago by locking the city gates. 

Organizers said they expected 
more than 10,000 Protestants to 
gather here from across Northern 
Ireland for the parade. 

The apprentice boys, a fraternal 
order built around the legend of the 
siege, claim the closure was a con- 
cession to Catholic nationalist 
pressure and trampled on theircivil 
liberties.

LONDON (AFP) - Rail safety ex- 
perts yesterday sifted a crash site 
for clues to w hy two trains were on 
the same track at the same time 
when they collided northwest of 
London late Thursday, killing one 
and injuring 60. 

Fourteen people were hospital- 
ized and a main commuter line re- 
mained blocked as investigators 
using "black box" recorders recov- 
ered from both trains constructed 
an "action replay” of the moments 
before the crash. 

A commuter train heading 
north out of London's Euston sta- 


tion with 400 passengers at the 
height of the evening rush hour 
slammed into an empty freight 
standing stationery on the same 
track, officials said. 

Initial inquiries were said to be 
focusing on the possibility of either 
signal failure or driver error. 

The accident fueled a debate on 
privatization of British railways, 
the Labor opposition accusing the 
Conservative government, of hav- 
ing sold off British rail’s public 
monopoly at the risk of sacrificing 
safety.

CHAMONIX, FRANCE (AFP) - A British climber missing for two days 
on Mont Blanc in the French Alps after getting lost in poor weather 
descended to safety to a mountain hut on Thursday, mountain rescue 
gendarmes said. 

He and a compatriot, who climbed down to Vallot Hut on Wednesday, 
were in good health and walked down to the valley here on Thursday.

She began the final round with a 
one-shot lead, but stumbled to a two-over 74 Sunday and settled for 
fourth place.

Some demonstrators threw 
rocks at buses while demanding 
jobs, bread and peace. They 
brought traffic in (he capital and 
in nearby suburban areas to a 
standstill. 

The government had banned 
demonstrations in Buenos Aires 
during the 24 hour general strike 
and used water canons and dubs 
to break up gatherings at the capi- 
tal’s main plazas.

Oil Market Stands Still as Iraq Prepares 
to Unleash Wave of Crude 


LONDON (AFP) - The oil market 
stood still on Thursday despite the 
lifting of the main obstacle to the 
implementation of an oii-for-food 
deal that will see Lhe return of 
Iraqi crude to tire international 
scene for the first time for six 
years. 

Average crude prices clung on 
to their highest lev els for about 
three years despile an end of U.S. 
objections to the implementation 
of the deal which will give Iraq an 
outlet for its crude for the first 
time since if invaded Kuwait in 
August 1990. 

In the immediate aftermath of 
Washington’s decision to allow 
the sales, the reference price for 
Brent North Sea oil fell by about 
40 cents, but prices soon picked 
up again. Early on Thursday' erode 
prices rose to 19.75 dollars per 
barreL 

Dealers had previously feared 
that a sudden glut of oil would 
depress prices on the market. 

An analyst at the Center for 
Global Energy Studies (CGES) 
research body. Julian Lee, said 
that the market had not reacted to 
the U.S. announcement because 
the decision had already been fac- 
tored into dealers' expectations. 

He said that market players 
had put their money "on the fact 
that Iraqi oil would return to the 
market at some point in the sec- 
ond half ofl 996" 

Since an agreement was 



signed between Iraq and the 
United Nations on May 20, the 
market had expected that resolu- 
tion 986. which allows for the sale 
of up to two billion dollars' worth 
of Iraqi crude over a six-month 
period, would be implemented. 

Daily sales of about 700.000 
barrels of crude every day would 
be used to finance humanitarian 
aid to the Iraqi people under the 
terms of the deal. 

But the United Slates ex- 
pressed doubts that conditions at- 
tached to the agreement would be 
respected and monitored. 

Lee said that despite the ap- 
proval now from the White 
House. Iraq was unlikely to re- 
sume exports of oil before Sep- 


tember. 

A number of administrative 
hurdles would fust have to be 
overcome, such as the formation 
of groups charged with over-see- 
ing both (he exports themselves 
and the distribution of aid in Iraq. 

"This process will take some 
time and the impact on prices will 
not be felt until Iraqi crude actu- 
ally hits the market," Lee said. 

For the time being, the oil 
market had its eyes turned else- 
where and notably to demand for 
crude, which was higher than had 
been expected. Refineries in the 
West had stepped up purchases to 
build up their reserves, an analyst 
at the BZW Merchant Bank, 
Colin Smith said. 


APEC Set to Launch Work 
on Free-Trade Blueprint 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Asia-Pa- 
cific business leaders are to meet 
in Hawaii next week to launch 
work on a blueprint to hasten 
trade and investment liberaliza- 
tion in the region, officials said 
here Thursday. 

The blueprint would incorpo- 
rate strategies to open up busi- 
nesses in designated areas such as 
infrastructure, small and medium 
enterprises and human resources 
development, and finance and in- 
vestment. 

The leaders from the newly- 
established business advisory 
council of the Asia-Pacific Eco- 
nomic Cooperation (APEC) fo- 
rum would also devise measures 
such as customs procedures to 
quicken the flow of cross-border 
business at their Honolulu meet- 
ing on August 1 7-to-I8. officials 
said. 

The .APEC Business Advisory 
Council (ABAC) was inaugurated 
in Manila in June to advise on tite 
implementation of rite so-called 
action agenda to free up trade and 
investment by 2»IO for industrial- 
ized economies and 2020 for de- 
veloping economies within 
APEC. ~ 

The agenda was adopted by 
APEC leaders at their summit in 
Osaka last November when they 
also endorsed tite setting up of 
ABAC as a permanent business 
advisory forum to make the 
seven-year-old APEC more rele- 
vant to business. 

"This is a meeting of very sen- 
ior level business leaders who ex- 
pect to come up with some 
hard-hitting recommendations," 
Dough Ryan, ABAC coordinator 
at the Singapore-based APEC sec- 
retariat. told AFP. 

They could seek greater busi- 
ness sector participation in infra- 
structure development projects, 
issuance of an APEC-wide visa to 


facilitate the movement of busi- 
ness persons and a bigger role for 
small and medium enterprises to 
spur economic growth in the re- 
gion. 

Ryan said ABAC’S recom- 
mendations would be compiled in 
a report to be considered by the 


APEC leaders at their summit in 
Manila in November. 

"The Hawaii meeting will give 
ABAC members the opportunity 
to discuss in depth the key issues 
they intend to raise when they 
meet with APEC economic lead- 
ers in November;" he said. 


India Approves 64 Foreign 
Investment Proposals 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The Indian 
government on Thursday ap- 
proved 64 foreign investment pro- 
posals including a bid by the 
United Arab Emirates-based 
Golden Falcon Hotels to set up a 
chain of luxury hotels here, offi- 
cials said. 

Tire total proposals worth 
$221 million were cleared by In- 
dustry Minister Murasoli Maran 
after the foreign investment pro- 
motion board gave the green light 
on Wednesday, a government 
spokesman saicL 

Four proposals for setting up 
fully-owned subsidiaries includ- 
ing Golden Falcon Hotels, Essen 
Nutrition Corp.. U.S.-based Sea- 
Land Service Inc. and Promolite 
International of Spain got the 
minister's go-ahead, lie said. 


Essen Nutrition has been per- 
mitted to set up a baby-food plant 
and conduct research in child 
healthcare with an investment of 
$2.2 million. 

Sea-Land Service Inc., of 
United States will plough in $32 
million in infrastructural projects 
in sectors such as ports, railways 
and highways. 

Britain's RTZ-CRA's 1 1 -mil- 
lion-doll ar project to build iron- 
ore mines in the eastern Indian 
state of Orissa and a proposal 
from the Netherlands' Carisberg 
to m.-rket its beer here were also 
cleaed. 

India has approved foreign in-

EU Joins Japan in Car Move 
Against Brazil at WTO 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Euro- 
pean Union lias decided to back a 
complaint by Japan against pro- 
tection of the Brazilian car market 
before lhe World Trade Organiza- 
tion (WTO), an EU official said 
Thursday. 

Brazil has set up a system 
which favors foreign investors 
drawing t»o percent of the parts 
Tor \ chicles from within the coun- 
try and exporting pan of their out- 
put.

Nasal Spray Medication May Help 
Bed-wetter 

By Dr. Allan Bruckheim 
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QUESTION: I have a 7-year- 
old son and, despite all our best 
efforts, he still has episodes of 
bed-wetting frequently. We have 
heard of nose drops that can help 
and, though this sounds so 
strange, we are hoping for help 
from any source. Is there really 
such a treatment? If so. would you 
tell us how it works, and where we 
can get some? 

ANSWER: The medication, 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for this condi- 
tion. is desmopressin acetate 
(DDAVP Nasal Spray marketed 
by Rhone -Poulenc Rorer) and 
may be used in both adults and 
children. 

Normally the levels of a hor- 
mone that prevents the kidneys 
from producing urine (called va- 
sopressin) rise at night, so little 
urine is formed or stored in the 
bladder. * 

However, in some individuals 
the quantity of this anti-diuretic 
hormone stays low during the 
overnight hours, and the amount 
of urine produced is much higher. 
In youngsters where the control 
of the muscles that keep the blad- 
der closed may not be ftilly devel- 
oped, the result is bed-wetting 
during the overnight hours. 
DDAVP is a synthetic chemical 
resembling the hormone. It fools 
the body into thinking that there 
is sufficient hormone present, and 
so urine production is lowered. 
Although most children can uri- 
nate on command by age 4, it isn’t 
until they have passed age 5 or 6 
that they can hold their urine in 
when there is a bit of pressure in 
the bladder. Girls are better at 
this than boys, and control urina- 
tion at an earlier age. 

When bed-wetting continues 
past age 5 in girls or age 6 in boys, 
your physician can consider the 


new prescription medication, 
which is expensive. One or two 
puffs from the nasal spray pump 
usually is sufficient to control the 
problem. 

Once wetting is under control, 
the medication may be used every 
other night. It takes about three 
months of regular use to achieve 
regular dryness, and when the 
medication schedule is inler- 
Tupted before that, bed-wetting 
may recur immediately. 

A complete study is necessary 
to be sure that the problem is only 
night bed-wetting (or nocturnal 
enuresis, if you wish the medical 
terminology) and not the result of 
another medical condition, such 
as diabetes or urinary tract ob- 
struction.

"The patient is freed of 
blame because it is the Rab which 
is responsible for everything that 
is wrong." explained Eric Gbo- 
dossou. a doctor from Benin who 
trained with Collomb. 

"According to traditional 
medicine, the illness does not dis- 
appear but passes into the body of 
t lie sacrificed animal." Hence 
some strange riles, like the patient 
spilling into the mouth of the bull 
to transmit prayers to the genies. 
or the patient's body being cov- 
ered with the animal's entrails. 

"It was Rabs which taught me 
in dreams how to heal.” the aged 
Seek told AFP. “They showed me 
die plants and roots which cure. " 
She added, “Each person who 
goes into a trance is possessed by 
it Rab." 


Israeli Researchers Report 
Breakthrough in Herpes Treatment 


BEERSHEVA. ISRAEL (AFP) - 
Israeli researchers have developed 
an anti-viral ointment based on 
extracts from algae which they 
say will provide an effective treat- 
ment For herpes, according to 
press reports earlier. 

Rescarclicrs at Ben Gurion 
University in tills southern Israeli 
city s;iid laboratory tests on mice 
and rabbits had shown the cream 
to be effective against both the 
herpes simplex vims, which at- 
tacks l lie skin and nervous sys- 
tem. and another form of the virus 
which causes liiglily infectious 
genital herpes. 

Current herpes treatment usu- 
ally involves the synthetic drug 
Aciclovir. which impedes repro- 
duction of the viral DN A. 


But doctors say that the medi- 
cine is expensive and can cause 
side effects and that there have 
been reports of increasing viral re- 
sistance to the drug. 

The head of the Ben Gurion 
team. Professor Shoshana Arad of 
the University's Applied Life Sci- 
ences Institute, said the newly de- 
\ eloped cream, derived entirety 
from natural substances, has "no 
significant side effects, wen dur- 
ing long-term use."

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The Man 
Who Missed 
Clues to Life 
on Mars 

LONDON ( AFP) - A British as- 
tronomer. Professor Colin Piliin- 
ger. had studied fragments of the 
Alan Hills 84001 meteorite before 
the NASA team without discover- 
ing evidence of life, according to 
a press report bens earlier: 

After the NASA scientists led 
by Dr. Everett Gibson and Dr. 
David Mckay announced they had 
found possible relic biogenic ac- 
tivity on the meteorite, Piilinger 
told the Daily Telegraph: "We did 
a small bit of this, a very - useful 
pan." 

The professor, who teaches 
courses by correspondence and 
television for the Open Univer- 
sity. is better known for his work 
on another Martian meteorite. 
EETA 79001. In a paper in 1989, 
he concluded that the piece of 
rock it contained tentative evi- 
dence of life. 

So how did lie niiss tlie clues 
on AHL 84001? Piilinger ex- 
plained that evidence for life was 
cumulative and "eventually some- 
one like the NASA man stands on 
top of pyramid and gets all the 
kudos," te said 

He added: "I don't think there 
is really a lot of jealousy." 

Pillinger’s Open University 
team. like their NASA rivals, only 
had a small fragment of the mete- 
orite but the professor denied that 
they had been unlucky enough to 
have studied the wrong chunks. 

Once news that the forthcom- 
ing paper in Science magazine 
leaked out. Gibson rang Piilinger 
and told him: "I hope that you will 
be pleasantly surprised" 

"I inferred that we had a few 
references in the first paragraphs 
of the paper." said Piilinger 

Pillingers major contribution 
to the life-on-Mars theory was to 
have proved with two other scien- 
tists. Ian Wright and Monica 
Grady, that the principal constitu- 
ent of the Martian atmosphere is 
carbon dioxide.

BEUING (AFP) - China poured 
scorn Thursday on the U.S. an- 
nouncement of fossilized evi- 
dence of life on Mars, saying an 
increasing number of scientists 
have stopped believing America’s 
"sensational discoveries.” 

After the "fake research find- 
ings tty' two American scientists in 
discovering "cold fusion" were 
laid bare a few years ago," the of- 
ficial Xinhua news agency said, 
"more and more scientists across 
the world have begun to doubt the 


Shanghai's Minimum Income 
Scheme Aids Urban Poor 


BEUING (AFP) - A minimum in- - 
come scheme in Shanghai which 
has benefkted 450,000 down-and- 
out urban residents will soon be 
introduced to more than 100 Chi- 
nese cities. Xinhua said. 

The report said 12 large cities, 
including Guangzhou, Fuzhou, 
Qingdao, and Wuxi had followed 
Shanghai and the system had been 
or would soon be introduced in 
more than 100 Chinese cities. 

Among Shanghai's urban poor 
are pensioners, the disabled, the 
laid off or workers in factories that 
went bankrupt or were dosed or 
partly closed. 

Shanghai was the first city in 
China to establish a bottom line 
for living expenses for its poor 
residents, which account for 3.5 
percent of the total population in 
urban districts, the report said. 

Those with a monthly income 
of less than 185 yuan ($22) are 
eligible for government relief 
funds and food. Each person can 
receive 20 yuan worth of grain, 
sugar, and edible oil and 40 yuan 
in subsidies every month. 

In 1995, Shanghai gave 15 mil- 
lion yuan in relief funds to 80,000 
residents with no regular incomes 
and another 23 million yuan as 


economic aid to 80,000 retirees 
with financial difficulties. 

The government would pro- 
vide 200 million yuan to Lhe 
scheme this year, the report 
quoted Shi Derong, director of the 
Municipal Bureau of Civil Af- 
fairs, as saying. 

The Municipal Bureaus of La- 
bor and Social Security have dis- 
tributed regular allowances to 
laid-off workers, pensioners, and 
low-income families. 

Local trade unions, women's 
federations and other organiza- 
tions have also set up "aid-the- 
poor" foundations and charitable 
organizations provided 770 poor 
students with 840,000 yuan in sti- 
pends over the past two years. 

All this was aimed at assisting 
poor urban dwellers in making a 
basic living and narrowing the dis- 
parity between rich and poor, the 
report quoted an official with the 
ministry of civil affairs, as saying. 

Official statistics show that 
more than 12 million people in 3.7 
million urban families across 
China live in relatively poor con- 
ditions. 

The country’s roost affluent 
one percent of families earned 
more than 100,000 yuan last year.

Xinhua quoted Professor 
Umberto GonlanL president of 
Brazil’s Sao Paulo University as 
saving here, because U.S. scien- 
tists have given little evidence 
that the meteorite came from 
Mars. 

Gordani. described by Xinhua 
ns "tiie world's most renowned 
scientist in the study of early- 
stage rocks." also said the state- 
ment about Uic discovery, 
contained too many words such as 
'possibly.' probably' and 'per- 
haps.' 

Zhang Yuri, a biologist from 
Beijing University, said the U.S. 
must prove that organisms in the 
meteorite arc from Mars and not 
from the Earth, while Xinhua said 
many scientists agreed life on or 
in the meteorite would, be de- 
stroyed as it passed through the 
Earth's atmosphere. 

The dispute over the polalo- 
sized rock is only the latest in a ' 
string of claims and counterclaims 
that have made the congress a hot- 


bed of scientific discussion. 

Earlier Thursday, sex joined 
the list of things "fust discovered" 
by China’s busy scientists, along 
with "evidence" that evolution 
was earned forward by giant me- 
teorites that smashed into the 
Earth. 

Zhang presented what may be 
"the only reliable evidence" that 
sexual differentiation occurred as 
early as 620 million years ago — 
preparing the world for sex 50 
million years later 

And before discovering sex, 
China's scientists were keeping 
their hands busy on even more 
earthsha tiering research, claiming 
to have solved the intriguing 
question of why dinosaurs be- 
came extinct 

Sharp climatic changes trig- 
gered when a meteorite 10 kilo- 
meters (6.2 miles) wide smashed 
into the Earth killed the dinosaurs 
and brought in the mammals, said 
Xu Daoyi. a professor at the State 
Seismological Bureau. 

"The extinction of ancient 
forms of life always occurred with 
global catastrophes." Xu said, 
adding evidence from "ancient 
meteorite craters, and the pres- 
ence of iridium ... means that 
sharp changes in the environment 
are the result of collisions of tie 
Earth and materials from the 
depths of space." Although the 
theory of evolution-causing mete- 
orite hits is not new, Xn said it 
lent particular weight to recent 
discoveries of changes in rock 
layers corresponding to when the 
dinosaurs died out and mammals 
began to flourish.

Hate Crime Against I#-;' 

Asian-Americans on the Rise ^ ' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ra- 
cinlty -motivated attacks on Asian 
Americans were more frequent 
and more violent last year despite 
n general decline in crime in the 
United Stales, according to a 
stud> published Monday. 

"Ignorance translates into the 
view or Asian Pacific Americans 
as perpetual foreigners." said the 
stuck’, conducted bv the Washing- 
ton-based national Asian Pacific 
American legal consortium. 

"This view of Asian Pacific 
Americans makes them especially 
vulnerable to xenophobic at- 
tacks." 

The most notable increase in 
violence directed at Asian Ameri- 
cans occurred in southern Califor- 
nia. where the number of 
incidents jumped more than 80 
percent from 63 in 1994 to 113 
last year, it said. 

The study, based on official .. 
statistics, reports from community 


and professional organizations 
and media reports, also docu- 
mented increases in New Yoik 
and northern California. 

The Federal Bureau of investi- 
gation (FBI) reported last May 
tlint violent crime overall dropped 
four percent in tlie United Stales 
in 1995. 

Against that background, the 
; rise in violence directed at Asians 
was even more alarming, said the 
consortium, which promotes legal 
and civil rights issues on behalf of 
Asian Americans. 

The report said race was the 
motive in around 90 percent of the 
cases last year. The remainder 
were considered suspecL 

In one instance which oc- 
curred in California last Novem- 
ber. a Chinese American man was 
stabbed by a white male who con- 
fessed he was determined to kill a 
. "Chinaman" on that day because 
they "got all the good jobs." 


New Steam Loco 



The Age of Steam is about to 
return. This huge wheel, shown 
here with a fettier at work on it, 
will one day help to drive the first 
new mainline steam locomotive to 
be built in Britain for 35 years. 

The loco is being constructed 
at engineering works in various 
parts of Britain, some employing 
skills unused for decades. 

For instance, the six driving 
wheels, each 6 ft 8 ins (1.85‘m) 
in diameter, are being made by 
Lloyds Burton, a company in Staf- 
fordshire, En glish midlands, and 
three cylinders, made from about 
30 handcarved patterns and 
weighing three ions apiece, are 
being cast tty' British Steel Engi- 
neering in Yorkshire, northern 
England. Frames for the engines 
are currently being manufactured 
in Workshops at the Birmingham 
Railway Museum, in the mid- 


lands. | 

The new locomotive, * an AI 
Pacific to be called Tornado, will 
be built at Darlington, northeast 
England, using 1100 original 
drawings from the 1940s. It is 
being made for the Al Steam Lo-^. 
comotive Trust, and is due to 
completed in 1998. It is being built 
to standards that will allow its 
operation on the British Rail trade 
system> 

Forty-nine Als were built, the 
last one being scrapped in 1966. 

In their heyday, they were achkv- L 
ing speeds of around 100 mph 
( 161 km/h.) 

One difference between Tor- 
nado and its predecessors is thal- 
it will be able to be run on coal 
or oil, which means it should be 
usable in summer without risk of . 
trackside fires.

Prcducers to Engage in Coproductions with Iranian Filmmakers

TEHRAN - A number of German 
film-production companies ex- 
pressed interest in collaborating 
with the Iranian filmmakers. They 
praised the Iranian cinema for its 
avoidance of sex and violence 
which dominate the Hollywood- 
styfe films, the Managing Director 
of the Farabi Cinema Foundation 
said here Wednesday. 

Dr. Mohammad Rajabi. who 
.vas speak ing at a press con ference, 
;aid that a delegation from the 
bundation led by himself recently 
:isited a number of European 
•:oun tries including Germany, 
-lungary and France. 

Dr. Rajabi said that the Iranian 
(elegation visired some German 
Ilm-produelion companies which 
•xpressed their interest in cooper 
ittng with the Iranian film indus- 
ry. They were also very 
mthusinstic about the participation 
«f the Iranian films at festivals in 


F.C.F. managing director went 
•n to say that Paul Pushel. the film 
nd TV executive director at Inter 
Jaiiones - the all-German cultural 
nstitute - welcomed cooperation 
lerween Iranian film industry and 
its institute, and called for trans- 
.enence of the Iranian experiences 
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Dr. Rajabi: German producers are willing to film Iranian scripts 


in this field to his country. 

Pushel expressed his concern 
over social violence created, par- 
ticularly by the effect of the Ameri- 
can films which put pressures on 
the German society. 

“The cultural atmosphere pre- 
vailing in the Iranian cinema is 
very interesting for me.” Pushel 
added. 

Klaus Eder. secretary general of 
FIPRESCI (Federation Interna- 
tionale de la Presse Cinema- 
tograph ique) believed the general 


cultural atmosphere in Germany is 
under the influence of the Ameri- 
can films. Rajabi stated. Eder said 
that most German film companies 
are willing to finance the produc- 
tion of scripts written by the Ira- 
nian filmmakers and accepted by 
the Iranian authorities. 

Dr. Rajabi said that during his 
visit to the Bavaria Film Produc- 
tion, the company’s officials ex- 
pressed their willingness to engage 
in coporduction with the Iranian 
film producers. 


. He .added that Farabi Cinema 
Foundation will establish a perma- 
nent bureau in Bavaria Film Pra- 
duktion in order to strengthen the 
cooperation between the founda- 
tion and German film-production 
companies. Thus, we will have a 
permanent and active presence in 
this regard, Dr. Rajabi stated. 

Referring to his visit to the Anri 
Company, one of the biggest cam- 
era production companies in Ger- 
many. Dr. Rajabi said that the 
company’s officials are willing to 
provide the company’s modem fa- 
cilities to the Iranian filmmakers 
who would be shooting in Europe. 

“A- German delegation will 
visit Iran in the near future to view 
and buy a number oflranian films. 
In fact we have prepared synopsis 
of a number of Iranian films such 
as ‘The Bus’, ‘The Bride’ and ‘The 
Derrick’ to submit to the German 
delegation,” Dr. Rajabi specified. 

One reason why the German 
filmmakers are attracted to the Ira- 
nian cinema is the lack of sex and 
violence in the Iranian cinema the 
fact that they rely for their appeal 
.principally on interesting themes 
and stories; and German exhibitors 
believe the Iranian films will have 
a salutary effect on the German 
cultural atmosphere, the Farabi 
managing director said. 


According to Dr. Rajabi. the 
Iranian delegation was received 
with great enthusiasm in their visit 
to Hungary. Because of the socio- 
political conditions lhar have come 
about in that country, particularly 
after the disintegration of the So- 
viet Union, the Hungarian film 
production companies expressed 
their willingness to use the Iranian 
experiences in this field. 

“They expressed their concern 
over the influence ofthe American 
films on the Hungarian society and 
exhibited great interest in the ac- 
tive presence ofthe Iranian films in 
their country. 

In the first stage of its collabo- 
ration with the Hungarian compa- 
nies. the Farabi Cinema 
Foundation will be producing a 
film on the Yas tribe who immi- 
grated to Hungary after the assault 
of Mongo Ito Iran. 

The film, which is to be directed 
by Sinai, will be part of a series 
which studies the effects of the Ira- 
nian culture and literature on the 
other nations, he added. 

He concluded the conference 
by stating that the Farabi Cinema 
Foundation will establish a bureau 
in Hungary which will coordinate 
the Iranian collaboration in Hun- 
gary' and the other Eastern Euro- 
pean countries. 


Discovery of Ancient 
Tool in North Siberia 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Scien- 
tists are baffled by the discovery of 
a paleolithic fluted-point tool in 
north Siberia previously thought to 
have existed only in North Amer- 
ica. 

Maureen King and Sergei Slo- 
bodan said in a report in Science 
magazine that the tool had been 
located in Uptar. northeast Siberia. 

Scientists until now have be- 
lieved the tool was only made by 
the ancient Clovis people, the ear- 
liest known people to inhabit the 
North America. They lived be- 
tween 1 1.200 and 8,500 years ago. 

Iraqi Poet. 
Opposition Activist 
Dies in Exile 

CAIRO. EGYPT (AP) - Iraqi poet 
Buland Al-Haidari, a long-time op- 
ponent of Iraqi Leader Saddam 
Hussein, died in London of compli- 
cations following open heart sur- 
gery'. He was 70. 

His first collection. “Beating of 
Clay,” which came out in 1946 in 
Baghdad, was regarded by critics 
as a revolution in both form and 
content. His most recent collection^ 
“Alleyways of Exile,” was pub- 
lished last week in London. 

Al-Haidari, a leftist opposed 
Saddam’s one- party rule and left 
Iraq in 1982 to live in London, 
where he worked as literary critic.

twenties and enraptured with un- 
compromising neo-realism. Even 
today Lizzani still thinks it a pity 
that Rossellini did not film the in- 
terior scenes in Berlin itself but 
instead had a house recon- 
structed in Rome's Famesma stu- 
dio. There was a simple reason for 
that. Roberto Rossellini wanted to 
be in Rome again as quickly os 
possible - with Anna Magnani 
who refused to spend even a week 
in the German ghost town. 

Carlo Lizzani still lives at 
Rome - in a spacious dwelling in a 
middle-class area on the outskirts 
- with the German wife whom he 
met during the filming in Berlin. 
Sonic years ago Lizzani wrote a 
book on neo-realism: he also 
singes plays and directs films de- 
rived from neo-rcaJism. 

The days that Carlo Lizzani 
spent with Rossellini at Paris in 
June I V4 7 much astonished him. 
He iiad expected back-b reaching 
work rather than spending ninths 
in fashionable bars in Ute com- 


pany of Marlene Dietrich and her 
alert Austrian songwriter Max 
Colpci with whom Rossellini 
spent the afternoons thinking 
about a film store. There were dif- 
ferences of opinion too. Rossellini 
was strictly against any trace of 
hope in Uic action. Colpci tried to 
persuade him to include at least 
one positive diameter, thinking of 
an emigrant, perl in ps Jewish, re- 
turned from exile. 

Carlo Lizzani was sent in ad- 
vance to scout around Berlin. He 
was supposed to find locations 
and to establish contact with he 
Maison dc France cultural insti- 
tute so as to get allied permission 
for filming. Lizzani stayed - ns did 
11k entire team later - at Frohnau 
in the French sector. After Rossel- 
lini and Colpci arrived in Berlin, 
the group was joined by Count 
Franz von Trcubcrg. Day after day 
the temperamentally very diverse 
quarto drove in a black Citroen 
Rossellini luid brought from Paris 
through the polholed streets of 


Berlin. They observed people and 
situations, made notes, and kept a 
watch for a boy to play the main 
part 

Count von Trcubcrg was a 
scintillating socialite from he cir- 
cles of aristocratic German resis- 
tance to Hitler and a productive 
character. He spent the final years 
of the war in Italy and used his 
connections with the Italian Com- 
munist Party to gel in touch with 
the Soviet allies. He persuaded 
them that director Rossellini was 
more or less a communist who 
had made eanti-fascisl films. 
Rossellini thus had no trouble in 
getting hold of DEFA film equip- 
ment. 

Count Treuberg's commumca- 
lion skills. Colpet's agile charm, 
and Rossellini’s prominence pro- 
vided the group with an agreeable 
lifestyle where Berlin's foreign 
embassies, buffet suppers, bars, 
and beautiful women played an 
important part. Carlo Lizzani. 
who as the youngest and shyest 
profited the least, says that this 
lifestyle was. very reminiscent of 
the refined milieu of Billy Wilder’s 
Foreign Affairs, which was being 


shot in Berlin at the same time 
and sometimes even on the same 
street corners as Germania Anno 
Zero. 

Now and then Hans Albers, 
the Hamburg actor, also came 
along in the Citroen, and it was 
his idea to visit the Barlay Circus 
which had moved from the East to 
Berlin. Edmund Meschke was the 
son of the circus head groom, and 
Roberto Rossellini immediately 
thought he would be right for the 
part of Uie boy. His name seemed 
suitable too. 

Edmund had a face that was 
simultaneously defenseless and 
rescrv ed with very serious, watch- 
ing ev es and a Itigh forehead - a 
face dial scarcely move and re- 
vealed little to what was sliarpen- 
ing within. However, since 
Rossellini was interested in repre- 
sentation rather Ilian action, this 
introverted intensity was very 
suitable for the story of psycho- 
logical aging. Edmund had long 
thin legs and long thin arms, and 
was rather lanky. With this lanki- 
ness he gave the impression of be- 
ing a child whose head 
prematurely penetrated a prob- 






lematic world where he could 
come to harm. 

Edmund Meschke is now 60. 
He lives in a village in Germany 
and his job is physically very 
lough, like working in a circus. 
He was only involved in a single . 
film, in Germania Anno Zero.' 
and only at that time when still 
childlike in appearance did he ap- 
pear before a public. He was too 
young to make his own decision 
in favor of a film career. His par- 
ents needed him at the circus and 
put a stop to other thoughts. As a 
young man he once read in a 
newspaper that Max Colpet was 
staying at the Hotel Vier Ja- 
hreszeiten in Municyh, Edmund 
Meschke traveled to Munich bjjW 
was turned away by the hotel por- 
ter Herr Colpet doesn’t know any 
Herr Meschke. That seems like a 
cheap trick since years later 
Colpet wrote a gossipy 1 autobiog- 
raphy and devoted a section to 
Edmund. Unlike Lizzani. he de- 
picts the time when he film was 
shot in Berlin as a period where 
there prevailed an idealistic strug- 
gle to get by with very linle food. 

Today such retrospective as- 
pects no longer interest Edmund 
Meschke. He talks as if what was 
almost 50 years ago happened^ 
yesterday, and as if he feared the 
dilution of a feeling through addi^ 
lional knowledge. The feeling at 
issue is that of inienlisified child- 
hood happiness. Edmund was a 
David during the shooting, looked 
after bv everyone.

Dole is also a staunch opponent 
of U.N. Secretary General Bou- 
tros Boutros-Ghali and has 
charged Clinton with turning over 
U.S. control over the world body. 

"Nobody wants to go off to 
war," Dole says of the Bosnia 


deployment, "but in a Dole ad- 
ministration, I will make that de- 
cision, not Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali." 

Bui Clinton’s administration is 
seeking to deflect such criticisms 
with its drive to oust the U.N. 
chief when his term expires this 
year. 

Cold War issues such as de- 
fense and NATO expansion are 
what divide Dole, 73, and Clin- 
ton, 49. the Most. 

To court American voters with 
roots in eastern Europe, Dole has 
said that he would immediately 
bring the Czech Republic, Hun- 
gary and Poland into the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

Clinton has sided with Moscow 
on the issue, calling for a gradual 
approach to enlargement which 
Dole denounces as dangerous 
foot-dragging which could jeop- 
ardize post cold-war gains. 

Dole loves to warn voters along 
the campaign trail that the United 
Slates currently has no means to 
shoot down incoming missiles and 
supports the immediate deploy- 
ment of an anti-ballistic missile 
system. 

That plan modeled after former 
President Ronald Reagan's "star 
wars” program has been rejected 
by Clinton as ruinously expensive 
and too quickly outdated. 


Republican Convention to Name Dole Candidate to White House 


SAN DIEGO, CALIFORNIA 
(AFP) - The Republican Party is 
due next week to officially charge 
Bob Dole with the task of regain- 
ing the White House from the 
Democrats. 

For four days. 1,900 delegates 
from across the United States will 
meet in this southern California 
city to hear speeches, approve the 
party platform and officially 
nominate the candidates who run 
against President Bill Clinton and 
Vice President A1 Gore in the No- 
vember 5 elections. 

The presidential candidate is no 
surprise; former Senator from 
Kansas and Senate Majority 
Leader Bob Dole, 73, is the only 
real contender. 

The question on everyone’s 
mind here is who the vice presi- 
dential candidate. Will be. Dole is 
expected to announce his running 
mate Saturday, and several names 


are being mentioned. 

First choice General Colin 
Powell, the *black gulf war* hero 
some was considered Dole's only 
chance for victory in November, 
declined to be considered for the 
post. 

Powell is scheduled to make a 
speech on the opening day of the 
convention Monday. 

The latest names to circulate 
for the post are Jack Kemp, for- 
merly a member of former Presi- 
dent George Bush's Cabinet: 
Senator John McCain of Arizona; 
and Governor John Engler of 
Michigan. 

However, Dole's nomination 
will be shrouded by recent polls 
which give Clinton close to a 20- 
point lead over the Republican. 

Republican Party officials are 
banking on the fact that the pub- 
licity surrounding the campaign 


will breathe new life into the Dole 
campaign. 

Dole has partly blamed his 
meager campaign war chest, se- 
verely depleted after the primary 
campaign, for his current cam- 
paign woes. 

Once named the official party 
candidate, however. Dole will be 
eligible for 70 million dollars 
from the federal government. 

For now, the republicans’ main 
concern is to present a unified 
image to the American public dur- 
ing the four-day convention, 
which could prove easier after 
they averted an abortion show- 
down. 

While reaffirming his support 
for a constitutional amendment to 
ban abortion, Dole had wanted the 
party platform to include a more 
tolerant message that would rec- 
ognize different points of view on 
the volatile subject. 


After much debate, the repub- 
licans reached a compromise. The 
right-wing of the party, including 
the so-called Christian coalition, 
won its battle to deleie the refer- 
ence to tolerance, but pro-Choice 
Pam' members succeeded in hav- 
ing their point of view included as 
an addendum to the platform. 

Aware that the harsh speech 
delivered by ulLra-conservaiive 
Pat Buchanan at the party’s con- 
vention four years ago was consid- 
ered a liability to the ultimately 
unsuccessful re-election campaign 
of President George Bush, repub- 
licans are intent on avoiding the 
same error this year. 

In a bid to project a Moderate 
Party image, the speakers chosen 
to address the convention are es- 
sentially middle-of-the road re- 
publicans unlikely to alienate any 
delegates.

In lifestyles, more than half of 
Children of Caribbean descent live 
with a lone mother, while 90 of 
children from Asian communities 
living with their married parents. 

On crime, all minority groups 
are statistically more likely than 
whites to be victims of both per- 
sonal and property offenses, but 
ihe report points out that most live 
in inner city areas where crime 
rates in general are far higher. 


LAHORE. PAKISTAN (AFP) - 
Pakistani opposition parlies Tues- 
day announced a program of pub- 
lic meetings in preparation for a 
mass March on the nation s capital 
aimed at forcing Prime Minister 
Benazir to step down. 

A joint statement released after 
a meeting by leaders of 14 parties 
said the first anti -government pub- 
lic meeting would be held in the 
Southern Port City of Karachi on 
August 14, Pakistan’s inde- 
pendence day. Afterwards, rallies 
would be held in other major cit- 
ies. the statement said, without 
setting a date for the march on 
Islamabad. 

The statement said the con- 
certed campaign by the opposition 
was aimed at "saving” Pakistan 
from the "misrule" of a "corrupt 
and incompetent" government. 

The statement said the opposi- 
tion members of parliament and 
four provincial assemblies would 
also consider resigning their seats. 

The parties include the main 
opposition Pakistan Muslim

No Imminent Resumption of 
Israeli-Syrian Peace Talks: U.S 


WASHINGTON (AFPi - Israel 
and Syria are still far from an 
agreement on resuming peace 
talks that broke down six months 
ago, the state department said last 
week. 

"This is a considerable chal- 
lenge.” Spokesman Nicholas 
Burns said. "This is going to take 
a lot of work to put together if it 
can be put together." "I 
wouldn't lead you to believe that 
this is imminent." he said. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu on Monday of- 
fered to hold peace talks with 
Syria on "all outstanding matters” 
including the Golan Heights, 
which Syria lost to Israel in the 
1967 War. 

Netanyahu said he had made a 
new proposal to Syria through 
Washington. 

Burns said there is "interest 
from both governments" on re- 
suming the peace talks but that no 
agreement to move forward had 
been reached. 

The state department also 
downplayed the negative reaction 
in the Syrian press to Netanyahu's 
offer to hold peace talks which he 
made during a trip to Amman. 

"The government in Damascus 
is open, at least to the possibility 
of some kind of action in the fu- 
ture.” Burns said. 

The United States is acting as 
an intermediary in the effort to 
jumpstari Israeli-Syrian talks that 
were suspended in the wake of 
several suicide bombings in Israel 
in late February and early March. 

Exploratory talks under U.S. 
sponsorship had been held at" the 
Wve Plantation Conference Cen- 


ter outside Washington but the t 
sides failed to reach agreement 
the Golan Heights, which S\ 
wants returned.

Water Is Main Reason for Israel 
to Hold onto Golan: Study 


CAIRO (AFP) - Water is the prin- 
cipal reason for Israel's attach- 
ment to the Golan Heights, 
according to a study by the re- 
search center of the official Egyp- 
tian news agency Mena, released 
Tuesday. 

The Jewish state holds "the 
keys to the water resources" of the 
Middle East, it added. The 
Study, published on the eve of a 
visit here by Syrian President 
Hafez al-Assad, said “the water 
Israel has taken from the Golan 
represents 22 percent of its exte- 
rior water resources and is the 
main reason for its attachment to 
the Syrian territory." 

Syria demands that Israel re- 
turn the entire Golan, which it 
captured in 1967 and annexed in 
I9SI . in exchange for peace with 
Damascus. Syria also demands 
that Israel agree to those terms 
before it will resume negotiations 
with the Jewish sLate, which were 
broken off in February. 

However. Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Benjamin Netanyahu has pub- 
licly ruled out returning the Golan 
to Syrian control. 

The Study says Israel since 


1967 has kept "the water re 
sources of the Golan, water di 
verted from the Jordan and 9 
percent of the water from the West 
Bank and Gaza ... (and) now hold ■ 
the keys to the distribution o.‘ 
water resources in the area." 

"Israel. Jordan and the occu 
pied territories will be. in the near 
future, the areas most threatened 
by a shortage of water," the report 
said. 

The report says that Israel has 
focused on "a strategy for con- 
necting Jordan to Gaza through 
the construction of a network ol' 
settlements capable of increasing 
the consumption of water at the 
expense of Lhe Palestinians. 

"The amount of water per set- 
tler per year is from 640 to 1,480 
cubic meters (22,601 to 52,265 
cubic feet) while per Palestinian 
consumption does not exceed 107 
to 156 cubic meters (3.779 to 

5,509 cubic feel)" for the same 
period, the Study said. 

The water issue will remain at 
the top of the list of Middle East 
problems in the near future, i* 
concluded. 


Ruling Tories Dent Labor’s Poll Lead 


LONDON (AFP) - The ruling 
Conservative Party has made sig- 
nificant inroads into labor's mas- 
sive opinion poll lead, according 
to a survey published Wednesday. 

The ICM poll for the Guardian 
newspaper still gives Tony Blair's 
Labor Party a 20 point advantage 
over the Tories, but that is five 
points down on last month's lead. 

Overall lhe poll shows the main 
Opposition Party’s popularity is 
unchanged from July, with 50 per- 


cent of those questioned saying 
they will vote for labor in lhe next 
general election, which must be 
held by May 1 next year at the 
latest. 

But Prime Minister John Ma- 
jor’s conservatives have recov- 
ered strongly to move up five 
points to 30 percent. The party has 
trailed some 20 points behind la- 
bor for more than three years. 

The liberal democrats are 
down two on 18 percent.

Ball games are a phenomenon 
of pre-colonialist Latin America, 
and have been preserved as a sig- 
nificant way of expressing cul- 
tural values and strengthening the 
national identity of the Mexican 
people. 

Sport is not only considered 
an entertainment but also has 
mythological, religious and philo- 
sophical characteristics. 

Threc-and-a-balf millennia 
ago. during prayers asking heaven 
to send down rain and make the 
soil fertile, ball games were a part 
of the ritual. 

So far. over 700 ancient ball 
game fields have been discovered 


from Nicaragua to Arizona. These 
finds signify the importance of 
ball games during feasts, festivals 
and religious ceremonies.

upon throughout the years. 
Branches of this sport have been 
developed and evolved with spe- 
cial characteristics which in some 
cases seem to differ considerably 
from their ancient forebears. 

The Federation of Before- 
Christ and Pre-Colonialist Games, 
affiliated to Mexican Sports Fed- 
eration, was founded in Novem- 
ber 1988.

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Some ball games surviving to 
date have preserved a number of 
ancient characteristics, like termi- 
nology from long ago.
